The charge stems from a 
break-in of a residence located 
in the 300 block of Chestnut 
Street in the City of Grayling.

Millions invested 
into Camp Grayling 


Projects to provide realistic training for troops

While the U.S. Armed Forces 
afe transitioning from their focus 
on terrorism in Iraq to 
Afghanistan, Camp Grayling is 
in the midst of over $74 million 
in projects to better train soldier 
so they can bring them home 
safe to their families. 

A total of 41- projects are 
underway or are scheduled to 
take place at Camp Grayling 
over the next two years. 

“You can just look around and 
in just about every direction you 
can see construction going on,” 
said Maj}. Jim Robson, post engi- 
neer for Camp Grayling. 

Funds for the military training 
site improvements are coming 
from four federal pots of money 
including Military Construction 
dollars, Sustainment Restoration 
and Maintenance funds and 


Stimulus funds. 

The Military Construction 
funds are being used to build an 
infantry squad battle course, 
urban assault course and live fire 
shoot house to simulate battle in 
urban environments. 

“Conventional warfare and 
going through the fields and 
woods is something we haven't 
seen in decades,” said Col. 
Ronald Latuszek, the Camp 
Grayling Post Commander. 
“Everything is in an urban envi- 
ronment.” 

An Operational Readiness 
Training Complex, where troops 
can stay and train year round, is 
also being built with the Military 
Construction funds. The com- 
plex includes a state of the art 
mess hall and storage areas and 
vaults where units can keep their 
weapons on Site. 

Brig. Gen. Jim Anderson, the 


Assistant Adjutant General for 
the Michigan Army National 
Guard, said he was proud to see 
the new barracks being built that 
will replace the tent cities and 
cinder block tent barracks that 
Camp Grayling has been known 
for years. 

“It's a kinder gentler Army,” 
Anderson said. 


A Joint Improvised Explosive — 


Device Defeat Organization 
training site, which is a mock 
Middle Eastern Village, has been 
built at Camp Graying to help 
soldiers detect the number one 
killer of troops in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. The site will also 
include a gaming room, where 
soldiers will be able to use simu- 
fators and computers to detect 
terrorist weapons before going to 
the course.

Funding 
found for 
school 
liaison 
officer 


Money will keep position 
through current school year

Crawford County and Crawford AuSable 
School District officials have found the 
funds to keep a school liaison officer in the 
schools through June. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk Wakefield 
told the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners last week that Deputy 
Chase Barnett would remain as the school 
liaison officer through the end of the schoo! 
year. 

In October, over a two week span, state 
lawmakers cut $525,000 from the Crawford 
AuSable School District's budget. 

School Superintendent Joe Powers con- 
tacted Crawford County Sheriff's Office 
officials to inform them that they could 
only fund their share of the school liaison 
officer's position through Oct. 31. After 
that, Powers said school officials were not 
confidant they could help fund the position, . 
but were open to discussing other options 
and possibilities. 

Since the school district's annual budget 
started on July 1, it had already paid 
$14,000 toward the school liaison position. 

Over the past few weeks, school officials 
were able to commit $10,100 in Safe and 
Drug Free School grant money to fund the 
position. Those funds, which come from 
federal government, have always been 
passed through to the sheriffs officer to 

fund the school liaison officer's position 
and the DARE programs in the schools. 
“I'm extremely excited we're able to 
work out funding the liaison officer with 
the added help from the county commis- 
sioners,” Powers said. “We look forward to 
continuing our exceptional relationship 
with the sheriffs department, which 
absolutely benefits our students.” 

Coupled with $44,500 the county already 
budgeted for the position, along with an 
extra $6,650 from the county, Barnett will 
be able to bond with students and address 
school issues until the end of the school

Another is the uninvited couple 
who somehow wiggled into a 
tightly screened formal presiden- 
tial dinner at the White House and 
freely mingled with President 
Barack Obama and other high 
ranking world figures. Reportedly 
the wife was trying to enhance her

chances of being picked for a 
Washington-based reality TV 
show.

THEN THERE are the reality 
TV shows themselves, sometimes 
with “famous” people shouting 
insults at each other, sometimes 
overweight people vying to see 
how much weight they can lose 
during the run of a TV series, 
sometimes exploring the plights of 
couples with too many children 
and too much family stress. 

Sometimes reality TV shows 
feature contestants with or without 
much talent who want to sing or 
dance before the world, with the 
winners hoping to make a lot of 
money and all of them hoping to 
win public notoriety. 

’ Sometimes there are contests of 
some sort between couples or sib- 
lings or strangers to see which 
team can accomplish some sort of 
goal of speed or strength or dura- 
bility. 

These reality TV shows are 
much cheaper to put together with 
amateurs seeking fame or fortune 
replacing professionals, thus 


becoming cut-rate entertainment. 
After all, television is a business 


and profit is important. 
* * * 


IT NEVER USED to be like’ 


this, back in the good old days - 
before television. 

Is television responsible for this 
gigantic decline in the level of 
what’s important to the American 
people, forcing junk down the 
public throat, so to speak, and thus 
TV is leading public taste and 
morals. 

Or are viewers demanding that 
TV respond to ever-evolving pub- 
lic tastes and standards, and TV is 


only giving the public what it- 


wants, and thus is trailing public 
taste and morals? 

It’s probably a combination. 

National or statewide daily 
newspapers are shrinking in size 
and influence, reducing staffs that 
provide the amount and breadth of 
content and coverage they once 
did. 

General interest and respected 
news-oriented magazines, such as 
Time and Newsweek, are getting 
thinner. Some are disappearing 


altogether, such as Life. Some are 
endangered such as Readers 
Digest. At the same time, the 
fame-oriented magazine People, 
which dotes on gossip and the 
famous and near-famous, get ever 


_ bigger. 


Some 300 or so television chan- 
nels are available today, and most 
American homes regularly receive 
at least 70 or 80. 

Television is a highly competi- 
tive business, and viewers are free 
to pick and choose what they want. 
Obviously many Americans want 
what they are getting ... or they 
wouldn’t get it anymore, 

* * * 

IMAGINE THE dilemma and 
consternation in today’s American 
home if television were not avail- 


‘able, and instead 300 - or 70 or 80 


— newspapers and the same num- 
ber of magazines were dropped 
into their homes each day. That 
would be absurd, of course, but in 
essence that’s what television does 


now, 

People must choose where to 
find information and entertain- 
ment. With newspapers or maga- 


zines, you would have to read, 
which is much more difficult than 
the role of the TV who merely has 
to punch a button, sit, watch and 
listen. 


So is television responsible for . 


the direction American tastes and 
morals have taken and where they 
seem to be headed? There is little 
doubt that TV plays a defining 
role. If Americans want to be 
immersed in television junk, they 
will continue to be. 

But that’s only a point to pause 
in a continuing story. 

Development and spread of the 
internet and all the ins and outs of 
both public and personal electron- 
ic communication add unimagin- 
able dimensions. 

Who can predict how the taste 
and morality of Americans will be 
influenced by e-communications? 

Chances are that it won’t be 
upward, but. is that an acceptable 
price of progress?

Shepler in 
turn sold the business to his 
nephew, Darwin Wilder in

1996. Kemp and Humphrey 
acquired the business in 
2000. 

“We've broken the family 
tradition so to speak, but it’s 
still locally owned and a 
mom and pop store,’ Kemp 
said. 

The reference to the 1920s 
comes from the jewelry 
showcases, wall cases and 
cash station, which were 
brought to Davis Jewelers by 
Shepler. The showcases, 
which were built in Grand 
Rapids in 1925, were pur- 
chased from Meyers 
Treasure Chest Jewelers, 
which closed in downtown 
Detroit in the 1970s. 

The outside of the store 
was painted blue to match 
new blue carpeting inside the 
store. 

The backlit clock on the 
front replaces a clock tower, 
which had three faces, but 
none of the clocks were ina 
working condition for the 
last 15 years. 

The three-diameter clock 
was specially ordered from a 
Pennsylvania firm and cost

“Tt surprised me how 


expensive the clock would 


be, but we thought that 
added a certain design cle- 
ment to tie everything 
together,’ Kemp said. 
During demolition for the 
renovation, Kemp said sev- 


eral old newspapers were 


found in the walls of the. 


business. Kemp  pho- 
tographed a TV guide pub- 
lished by the Detroit Times 
on Sept. 22, 1957, which he 
plans to frame and hang 
inside the store to add to the 
historical ambiance. 

Kemp said Davis Jewelers 
strives to provide customer 
service and a unique shop- 
ping experience that people 
don’t expect in a small town. 
They offer a wide array of 
jewelry that is price compet- 
itive with other stores and try 
to meet the needs of the 
community, 

“T look at this as a contin- 
uing journey, trying to get 
the store to what I have in
